SPLENDID SHAPE NOW 


Following is a report handed to the 
Messenger by Superintendent Iv. B. 
Gill of the Decatur Public Schools, as 
made to the board of education of the 
Decatur Independent School D istrict: 
In submitting my statistical report 
for the second scholastic month, ending 
October 31st, I desire to comment ou 
some facts contained therein which I 
believe will be of general interest. 
The scholastic census reports for the 
years 1921-22 to 1924-23 inclusive, show 
respectively enum erations of 012, 604, 
557 and 535 white children. 
Records 
of the high school show for the same 
years in order 160, 179, 195 and 293. 
Tliufc it will be seen th at in the face 
of a twelve and one-half per cent de­ 
crease in the scholastic enumeration 
there has been a thirty per cent in­ 
crease in the high school enrollment 
and th a t this increase is steady and 
gradual. 
The total enrollment in the 
high school will probably run to 220 
for the current year. 
Another fact I have noted from the 
records is that within the three years 
including this year the enrollment of 
the boys in the high school has in­ 
creased from 83 to 104; and that of 
the girls from 96 to 104—there being 
now as many boys as girls in the high 
school, an unusual as well as encourag­ 
ing condition. 
(Since this report was 
made the enrollment has increased to 
109 boys and 106 girls, making a total 
cf 215). 
A comparison of the attendance 
records reveal, however, that the girls 
are better “stickers” and are more 
regular in their attendance than the 
boys. During the current session, eight 
boys and no girls have withdrawn from 
the school, and the girls have a total 
absence in days of only 48 Vz, while 
the boys have a total of 108 days for 
the month just closing. 
I beg to report th at work on the 
various improvements th at have been 
tinder way since the close of school 
last terra .tho much delayed because 
of difficulty in securing m aterial and 
supplies, is now nearing completion. 
The fire damage has been repaired: 
the portions of the annex left un­ 
finished because of the inadequacy of 
the bond issue for that purpose have 
been completed; metal w eather strip- 
nave been placed on the windows of 
the main building, thus elim inating the 
nerve raekin rattle of the loose win­ 
dows and cutting out the currents of 
cold air that have made th at part of 
the building so difficult to h e a t: tin* 
exterior wood and metal work of tile 
m ain building have been given two 
coats of good paint, 
and the home 
economics department 
has been in­ 
stalled and equipped with the very 
best and most modern of furnishings. 
In addition to these prm anent improve­ 
ments, a special room lias been set 
apart for the library, to which inurn- 
valuable books have been added and 
which wa hope to continue to improve 
until it becomes one of the best high 
school libraries in the state. 


Another thing I wish to mention in 
connection with the high school is the 
splendid reports that are coming to 
me from the teachers regarding the 
excellent work being done by most of 
the students of the school. 
I have 
never seen a better spirit manifested 
by a student body, and if the present 
attitude is maintained thru-out the 
year this should be one of the best 
sessions in the history of the school. 
The work in the grades below the 
high school is also progressing splen­ 
didly. 
I wish to commend the grade 
teachers for their response to my sug­ 
gestion that they visit the parents of 
their pupils, with a view to securing 
closer co-operation between the home 
and the school and a better under­ 
standing as to the needs of the in­ 
dividual child in m atters relating to 
his school work. 
There were a total 
of fifty-two visits made during the 


month, Miss Bell Ford having credit 
for the 
greatest 
number, 
fourteen. 
This work will be continued until each 
teacher has made a personal visit to 
the home of every child under her 
instruction. 
Tlx- high school supervisor from the 
state departm ent of education visited 
the school on the third of this month. 
His report will be given in another

In fact, he can 
carry the same m aterial that his city 
brother does a t much cheaper rates, 
because he does not have high rents 
to 
pay. 
The old style method of 
country grocer keeping is doomed. Tho 
country grocer can have the same spic 
and span appearance th at the city 
grocer does. 
He can supply his cus­ 
tomers w ith the same brand of quality 
groceries as his city brother and at 
cheaper prices. 


Our Rural Sections. 


The modern means of transportation 
will work to the advantage of the 
small town. 
It will enable him to 
keep in closer touch with his customers. 
It will also make it possible for the 
small town to afford a better market 
for home produce, 
There is no reason 
why the farm er should not receive 
practically the same price for his 
products in the small town as he would 
in the larger town. 
The m erchants 
can buy the produce of the farm er 
and can themselves send it to the big 
markets. 
The profit on such a trans­ 
action may not be much from tile 
standpoint of the merchant, from a 
monetary viewpoint, but the profit will 
In* large in satisfied customers.

How many of these men­ 
aces have you in close proximity to 
your home? 
Thousands of families 
build homes each year without making 
proper provisions for the disposal of 
night soil; this being especially true 
of homes in small towns and country 
communities. 
No man would have his 
family exposed to contagious diseases 
knowingly, then it is in deed strange 
that he will build a home, provide for 
parlor, sleeping rooms, dining room, 
kitchen and in many instances a bath 
room, then in the rear of this comfort­ 
able building, conduct a deadly open 
pit closet, which is a direct menace to 
the health of the ones be loves best, 
and for whom he has spent much time 
and money in providing the comforts 
of life. 
There were approximately twenty 
thousand cases of typhoid fever in the 
state of Texas last year. 
It is little 
less than criminal negligence that con­ 
ditions are allowed to exist that con­ 
tribute to the spread of this disease. 
The source of typhoid fever has many 
times been traced to dairies that had 
in their employ some typhoid carriers. 
When buying milk, it is your duty to 


ascertain whether the dairy patronized 
requires health certificates from all 
employees. 
Among the major activities of the 
state board of health for the follow­ 
ing year will be the control of typhoid 
fever. 
This can be accomplished by 
abolishing the deadly open pit closet 
and the control of typhoid (human) 
carriers. 
Every man having a case of 
typhoid fever in his family, should 
Insist on the doctor sending specimens 
to this department for examination to 
determine whether the convalescent 
patient is capable of disseminating this 
deadly germ.

FERTILIZER IN COTTON 


BRINGS FINE RESULTS 


H. R. Donaldson, a farm er living 
near Boyd. submits following figures, 
resulting from his experiment with 
fertilizer under cotton this year. 
Two one-seventh acre plots of cotton 
were used in the experiment, the land 
being of identical quality of sand, the 
seed being the same the planting date 
the same, the cultivation the same, 
everything being the same except that 
one plot was fertilized and the other 
was not. 
Cotton seed meal and acid 
phosphate in equal proportion were 
put in the ground ahead of the seed 
a t the rate of six hundred pounds per 
acre. 
The result was he was able to begin 
picking from the fertlized tract two 
full weeks before any one the other 
opened Tip, and th at from the fertilized 
tract he gathered, by weight, one hun­ 
dred and forty-eight pounds of seed 
cotton and from the unfertilized tract 
seventy pounds, or less than half the 
yield of the treated plot.

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BATTLE OF DOVE CREEK 
FOUGHT IN 1863 B E T W E E N 3 0 0 
TEXANS AND 900 KICKAPOO INDIANS 
By AUSTIN CALLAN 


In 1863 the Kickapoo Indians num­ 
bered about nine hundred. 
They had 
been less hostile, perhaps, 
than 
any 
other savatres west of the Mississippi 
River. 
Unlike the treacherous Coman­ 
ches and Kiow'as, the 
promises 
they 
made were usually lived up to and no 
trail of murder and devastation was left 
along the way they traveled from one 
fa\T>rite hunting ground lo another. 
During the winter of 18G3 permis- 
/Sion was granted this tribe l)y the Imit- 
ed States Army Department to peaceful- I 
ly pass southward through Texas into i 
Mexico. 
At that time the frontier was 
I 
not very well protected, as most of the 
able-bodied men had been sent to the 
front to fight on the side of the South 
in the great Civil War. 
The citizens 
had organized, however, for home de­ 
fense and such units of soldiers were 
under 
Brigadier-General 
James 
W. 
Throckmorton. 
The forty-sixth Texas 
cavalry, commanded l)y Col. James E. 
McCord, was most active in the western 
section of the State, where the cattle 
industry was just beginning to develop, 
and troops of this regiment were sta­ 
tioned at Camp Colorado, Runnels coun­ 
ty, to repulse depredating savages over 
a wide area. 
There were 
also 
other 
forces of citizen soldiery 
giving 
pro­ 
tection to the country east 
of 
Camp 
Colorado. 


made a safe getaway, holding most od 
the animals as a prize of war. 


Kickapoos Retreat. 


The Kickapoos made ready to defend them selves. 


Peaceful Kickapoos. 
MTien word reached different com­ 
manding officers of 
the 
Confederate 
troops and the other soldiers assigned 
to looking after the frontier, 
that 
a 
large body of Indians had ])assed the 
Brazos river, headed iii 
towards 
the 
Colorado and the Concho rivers, it wxis 
not known that 
they 
w^ere 
peaceful 
Kickapoos. 
No 
official 
information 
had been sent out regarding the inten­ 
tion of this band to journey through 
Texas and dowm into Mexico without 
molesting the w'hite folks along the w'ay. 
Consequently no blame is attached to 
the troops who fought the disastrous 
battle of Dove Creek. 
It wuis a fight wdiich might properly 
be termed a victory for the 
savages. 
They really w’on, although they did not 
realize it and retreated wdien they might 
easily have scored a repetition of the 


Custer massacre on the Little Big Horn, 
if they had only followed up their mili­ 
tary advantage. 
The day 
previously 
to 
the 
fight 
Lieut. Pete Callan, of Camp Colorado, 
with a troop of scouts sighted the Kick- 
apoos.^ His guide 
was 
a 
half-breed 
Cherokee named Jim IVIulkey and Jim 
reported the Indians as being friendly. 
He claimed that 
any 
trained 
guide, 
could follow an Indian trail for a short 
distance and tell whether 
they 
were 
changing camp, on a hunt or going out 
for trou))le. 
i'he scouts w'ere not sure 
about Mulkey’s theory being correct; 
some of them were j)ersuaded that it 
wars just an idea of his. 
Rut as there 
W'ore only sixty of the w’hite scouts and 
nine hundred of the Indians, they con­ 
cluded it w’ould be best not to attack 
the Indians. 
Late one afternoon the tribe stopped 
near the G. W. Tankersley ranch. 
Mr. 
Tankersley was a pioneer of the w'est 
who seemed to get along with all Indians 
w^ho passed his w^ay and 
he 
swapped 
horses w'ith one of the Kickapoo chiefs. 
This helped to jmecipitate the fight on 
the following day, as 
the Tankersley 
liorse was recognized by Capt. Fossett 
w'ho happened along with 
troops 
of 
Confederate soldiers, a 
part 
of 
the 
home reserve u.sed for protecting the 
frontier. 
Fosselt was joined by Capt. 
Totten, who commanded a force of three 
hundred men from 
several 
counties 
farther back east, and it was decided to 
give battle. 


Indians Accept Challenge. 


The Kickapoos, upon seeing that the 
whites meant to challenge their pres­ 
ence in that section of 
the 
country, 
made 
ready 
to 
defend 
themselves. 
There v/as a large, dense thicket lying 
betw’een a deep ravine and a steep bank 
on Dove Creek, which was south of the 
Concho river. 
It offered splendid pro­ 
tection and the Indians took advantage 


against tile pale faces. 
Capt. P’ossett, who was at some dis­ 
tance with the horses and saw w’hat was 
taking place, immediately had his men 
turn the horses loose and charge 
the 
Indian camp. 
The men rode furiously 
among the wigwams and 
the 
w’omen 
and children in order to draw the at­ 
tention of the w'arriors from Totten’s 
men. 
These wigwams were scattered 
for a quarter of a mile along the banks 
of it 
But few places were left open to I 
I 
, 
Preok and bv 
the 
time 
the 
attack. 
Totten and P'os.sett held a consulta­ 
tion of war. 
It was agreed that Totten 
w^ould charge the thicket with his three,' 
hundred men from the side on w'hich 
the ravine w’as located, while h'ossett | 
w’ould capture the 
horses 
and 
drive 
them back to the rear so 
that 
the 
Indians could not g' I to 
them 
wiien 
they commenced to retreat. 
These plans w'ere carried out so far 
as Fossett 
was 
concerned. 
He 
got 
several hundred head of the Kickapoos’ 
ponies, but 
Totten 
overmatched 
his 
force. 
When his men crawied out of 
the ravine and into the open space be­ 
tween it and the edge of the thicket the 
Indians poured forth a deadly fire 
at 
short range. 
Most of the men 
who 
were in the lead were instantly killed 
and the balance w'ere thrown into wild 
confusion. 
It was a desperate situa­ 
tion: there w^as a chance for the whole 
band to be wiped out; 
a 
number 
of 
bloody, hand-to-hand fights took place 
and the 
odds 
were 
overw’helmingly 


charge had extended from one end to 
the other of the Indian camp, all guns 
of the white men were empty 
and 
it 
w'as necessary to retreat. 
But the ifex- 
])ected happened. 
The Indians rustled 
to the defense of their owm 
and 
gave 
jnirs'it to the invaders. 
This gave Tot­ 
ten a chance to get aw^ay. 
Fossett was pursued by the savages 
to the open prairie where the horses had 
been turned loose. 
A 
desperate 
en­ 
counter took place there and among the 
killed W’as Lieut. Giddeon, 
a 
popular 
young officer known to many frontiers­ 
men. 
At one time the little 
band 
of 
only a hundred and 
ten 
wiiites 
was 
threatened with extermination. .Capt. 
Totten had been unable to rally his men 
and could not bring them back to h'os- 
sett’s aid. 
They retreated for at least 
ten miles before stopping. 
But wiien 
it looked as if the Kickapoos were going 
to get their enemy into a deadly noose, 
Capt. Fossett stampeded three hundred 
of the captured horses, drove them mad­ 
ly over the dismounted warriors and 


That night the whites all camped to­ 
gether and a more vigorous and better 
arranged attack was planned for the 
next day. 
But it never took pljace for 
two reasons; first of all the mosi severe 
blizzard ever experienced south\of the 
staked Plains swept down on the*<|^p 
before morning, and in the next 
the Kickapoos, believing that they h ^ 
been w’hipped, retreated as fast as they 
could towards Mexico. 
Fifty brave frontiersmen lost their 
lives in the battle of Dove Creek and 
about the same number 
of Indiana 
were killed. 
The attack was undoubt­ 
edly a mistake, but those who partici­ 
pated in it are not to be blamed. 
They 
had long suffered from Indian depreda­ 
tions; their cattle and horses had been 
stolen time and time again and their 
neighbors 
cruelly 
butchered. 
Each 
mind was fresh with the memory of 
some horrible deed 
the 
savages had 
perpetrated along the frontier and a1! 
red men looked alike to them. 
The Kickapoos continued their jour­ 
ney into Mexico unmolested after this 
fight. 
They found a permanent home 
among the towering Santa Rosa moun­ 
tains, a hundred miles beyond the Texas 
border, yet within sight of it, and down 
there in that hazy, lazy, dreamy land, 
they still dw’ell, much the same people 
that they were in that romantic past 
when they chased buffalo on the Clear 
Fork, the Concho and the Colorado 
rivers of Texas. 
The chief difference 
now being that they have throw’n away 
their tomahaw'ks and live in peace. 
These Indians harbor no ill will to­ 
ward the pale-face, so far as one may 
di.scern. 
Those Texans to-day v;ho oc­ 
casionally go down there to hunt the 
fleet-footed deer and the grizzly bear 
are accorded the very best of treatment 
at their hands. 
But you find withered 
old warriors among them who took part 
in the Dove Creek fight and w’henever 
the subject of this fight is mentioned to 
one of these warriors he w’ill take a deep 
puff at his pipe, blow rings of smoke up 
toward the sky and with a sad, far a\vay 
look on his Lice, w’ill say: 
“Heap big 
mistake of the Tehanas, (Texans).’’

quences, can do all the worrying that 
needs to be done concerning our rapidly 
vanishing forest resources. 
If you hold 
this attitude of mind you will naturally 
question the soundness of 
the 
state­ 
ment that from the cradF to the grave 
the help of the forest is vital to you and 
that no one can escape the penalty that 
must be paid when 
our timber level 
drops and the forest products essential 
to our every day existence either be­ 
come unvailable or can be had only at 
exorbitant prices. 


The Many l^ses of Wood. 
The farmer uses more lumber and 
other forest products than any 
other 
class of citizens. 
His farm home and 
farm buildings are made of wood; bi.s 
fences are fastened to wooden posts; he 
grasps 
his 
implements 
by 
wooden 
handles and he hauls his 
produce 
to 
market in wooden wagons. 
The -mer­ 
chant usually arises from a wooden bed ; 
treads.on a wooden floor; eats breakfa.’t 
at a wooden table w-hile sitting in 
a 
wooden chair, and reads the morning 
paper made from wood pulp. In his place 
of business he uses a wooden chair and 
wooden de.sk. 
The goods that he sells 
com.e in wooden j)acking boxes, whirli 
incidentally consume one-fjfth 
of the 
lumber produced in the LTiited States. 
His goods are sold over wooden counters 
and wrapped in paper made from wood 
pulp. 
PTu'thermore, many articles that 
the merchant sells consist 
largely 
cf 
W’ood fibre. 
jMuch so-called silk mate­ 
rial is artificial silk made from wood; 
linoleum is 80 per 
cent 
wood 
floor; 
victrola records are GO per cent wood 
flour; much of the string and cord that 
he u.ses and sells is made of tough twist­ 
ed paper derived from wood pulp. 
No 
m atter what business or occupation a 
man follows, hi.'^ activities bring him in 
contact with wood ami wood i)roducts 
many timies a day; in fact, he is hardly 
ever entirely free from 
contact 
with 
things that come from the forests. 
It 
appears, Iherefonu that all classes of 
citizens are about equally involved in 
our forestry probIem.s. 


States of New iCngland, New York and 
Fennsylvania 
ha\e 
long 
since 
run 
through with their forest inheritance 
and have 
become 
lumber 
importing 
States, 
rennsylvania todays pays not 
less than 
OOO,000.00 a 
year 
in 
freight charges on the lumber 
it 
im­ 
ports, notwithstanding the 
fact 
that 
this lumber could be grown at home on 
her huge devasted area of forest lands. 
The extensive j)ine forests of the Lake 
States region he.ve also disappeared. 
The Southern pine 
region 
extending 
from IMaryland to the Trinity river in 
Texas has for the last fifteen years fur­ 
nished nvore than one-third of the lum­ 
ber used in ihe United States. 
The 
virgin timber in this group of States is 
bl ing exhausted with alarming rapidity, 
and this region will cease to be a con­ 
siderable factor in the exporting lum­ 
ber trade in from 
twelve to fifteen i 
ye.ars. 
In a 
few 
years 
Texas must begin to 
imjHjrt larger CvIkI 
larger quantities of 
lumber 
from 
the 
Ik'.cific 
Northwest, 
since northern (’ali- 
fornia, 
O r e g o n, 
WashingtOJI 
a n d 
jioi'ther JI Idaho <‘on- 
tain the bulk of our 
rema.ining forest re­ 
sources. 
It should 
be borne 
in 
mind 
that even the tim­ 
ber resources of the 
Ikicific 
Northwest 
j’egion will be ex­ 
hausted 
in 
a.boiit 
sixty years. 
Sixty 
or seventy years is 
a very shoi’t time in the life of our Na­ 
tion a.nd State. 
If we are to (-.scape the 
dire consequences of a timber famine it 
is high time for the various timbered 
vState.s and the Nation to evolve and put 
into operatic]! a practical forest policy 
under which our forests will be treated 
JLS a crop and not as a mine. 


What of the 
situation 
in 
Texas? 
Texas originally 4iad about 12 million 
acres of magnificent longleaf, shortleaf 
and loblolly pine forests, of which less 
than 1,500,000 acres remain. 
A few of 
our big mills have sufficient timber to 
run them for fifteen years, but 80 per 
cent of tho large mills will be cut out by 
1030. 
At a con.servative estimate, we 
have in East Texas six million acres of 
cut-over land not adapted to agricul­ 
ture. 
Less than two million acres, or 
30 per cent, of this cut-over area is sup­ 
porting a second growth stand of pine. 
The aggregate annual 
imoduction 
of 
these young forests converted to terms 
of board feet of lumber is less than one- 
third of the lumber 
used 
by 
Texas 
citizens today and, 
furthermore, 
the 
bulk of this young timber will not have 
reached “lumber’’ size by the time our 
remaining virgin is exhausted. 
About 


ing timber crops and of little value for 
other purposes. 
From, the standpoint 
of public welfare the 
time has come 
when it is just as important 
to grow 
timber on timber land as it is to grow 
cotton on cotton land. 
The importance of making our 
idle 
timber growing lands productive is ap­ 
parent when we appreciate that by 1930 
Texas citizens will be compelled to im­ 
port approximately one 
billion 
board 
feet of forest material annually 
from 
the distant Pacific Northwest. 
The ad­ 
ditional freight nites on this material, 
over and above freight rates from East 
Texas points, will amount to .$10,000,- 
000.00 per year. Furthermore, forestry 
neglect has created miillions of idle acres 
in our East Texas cut-over land, there­ 
by reducing taxable va.lues as well as 
constricting the field for profitabde em­ 
ployment of labor, 
'I'he total cost to 
T e x a s 
citizens, 
therefore, 
of 
our 
continued 
indiffer­ 
ence to forestry will 
in a few years time, 
easily 
amount 
to 
$15,000,000 a year 
—an 
indirect

Exploiting Oirr Forests. 
Let me repejit, that the 
history

lumberiji;: in the United States shows 
thai wf have 
r.rogresslvely 
exploited 
our t ’jijber in each forest region without 
m.aking adequ.nte provisions to secure 
reiunval of commercial forests on areas 
not valuable for agricultural purpo.ses, 
but which are nevertheless admirably 
adapted for producing another crop of 
lumber trees. 
We have exploited our 
forest as a mine using up our 
forest 
capital without ticking measures for the 
replacement of that capital. 


four million acres of this non-agricul- 
tural cut-over land supports timber of 
very little value, or is entirely unpro­ 
ductive. * Indeed, nothing else coukl be 
expected, for logging operations have 
not been conducted with an eye to keep­ 
ing the land c(mtinually productive and 
fires have annually swept 
over these 
areas killing the baby trees that manag­ 
ed lo make a start. 
Our big fore.stry 
problem in Texas is to make this area 
productive as speedily as po.ssibly, grow­ 
ing the lumber supplies we shall need in 
the future. 


Vital and Economic. 
Considered in the light of these facts, 
our fore.stry problems become one of the 
most vital 
and 
economic 
industrial 
questions pressing for solution at this 
time. 
In the final analysis, it is merely 
making productive those areas within 
our State splendidly adapted for grow’- 


the 
situation, what has 
been done and w’hat 
is being done to put 
our lumber growing 
land on a produc­ 
tive 
basis? 
Our 
Legislature in 1915 
created the office of 
S t a t e 
Forester, 
under the jurisdiction of the 
Directors of the Agricultural 


and grass fires con.'^titute the greatest 
natural barrier to the renewal of our 
lumber forests. 
Tho State Forestry 
Department has, therefore, paid partic­ 
ular attention to the forest protection 
work, and in this 
work 
the 
Federal 
Government has matched State money 
dollar for dollar. 
The field force in 
forest protction has grown from nine to 
thirty-two men and satisfactory pro­ 
gress has been made in controlling the 
fire 
nuisance. 
Approximately 
seven 
and one-half million acres, gros.s area, 
have been under patrol for a number of 
years. 
During 1921, llY z per cent of 
this area was burned over, during 1922, 
5'/|. per cent, while during 1923 only 2>/o 
per cent was burned. 
It is conserva­ 
tively estimated that 
such 
reduction, 
due to the fire suppre.ssion work, has re­ 
sulted in renewing a 
fair growth 
of 
young pine timber on 500,000 acres of 
cut-over land. 
The last Texas Legislature provided 
funds to assist the timberland owning 
farmer in the proper management of 
his woodlands. 
The 
farmers 
in 
the 
commercial timber belt of Flast Texas 
own more than 1,000,000 acres of tim­ 
berland covered with 
second 
growth 
pine varying rn size from seedling up to 
sawlog trees. 
Increasing the produc­ 
tivity of this forest acreage will be a 
factor in minimizing our timber short- 
age.

Appropriations

through research the things we do not 
yet know. 
The first State Poorest area 
of 1700 acres was recently purchased. 
It is located near Kirbyville, near the 
boundary line between Jasper and New­ 
ton counties, and contain areas where 
reforestation has not yet taxen place 
and also areas

with 
second 
growth timber from seedling to mer­ 
chantable size. 
Opportunity is, there­ 
fore, presented to start i esearch and de­ 
monstration work relative to the proper 
jnanagement of young timber of differ­ 
ent ages as well as concerning the best 
methods of securing renewal of young 
growth.

POEL TR Y RAISING FOR PROFIT

In a recent survey of farm ing con­ 
ditions in Texas it was discovered th a t 
thousands of Texas farm ers were not 
raising chickens. 
At the same time I 
saw a report which stated th a t hun­ 
dreds of carloads of eggs are monthly 
shipped into Texas, sold at a big profit, 
and the money used to build up neigh­ 
boring States a t the expense of our own 
State. 
I 
know some farm ers have 
tried to raise chickens with little or no 
success, and I felt perhaps 
th a t 
they 
had not had the correct infornuition as 
to the best breeds, correct feeding and 
housing. 
So, I am going to try to give 
the readers of the Magazine Section, in 
a series of three articles, some pointers 
and facts on chicken raising and m ar­ 
keting as related to me by one of the 
best chicken experts in Texas. 
Mr. M. C. Allison, of 5628 Pershing 
avenue, F o rt W orth, Texas, has been 


\ connected w ith the raising of chickens 
for over fifty-five years. He has made 
a success of his business and is well 
versed in it. 
He is a practical business 
man, and, having devoted the greater 
part of his life to this one line of busi­ 
ness, I feel we are, indeed, fortunate in 
securing these facts from him as to his 
experience in raising 
and 
m arketing 
chickens. 


White Leghorn Superior. 


The past eighteen years he has devot­ 
ed to developing his own strains of dif­ 
ferent breeds, and for 
the 
past 
ten 
years he has been specializing 
on the 
breed th a t he has finally determ ined to 
be the most profitable and the most sat­ 
isfactory for our Texas climate. He, at 
present, has a large plot of ground in a 
western suburb of Fort W orth and has 
several hundred of his own 
strain 
of 
the English single comb white leghorns. 
He has a large incubator which holds 
better than fifteen thousand eggs and 
he does a g reat deal of custom hatching 
(that is, hatching for other persons) 
along with hatching thousands of baby 
-chicks from his own flock 
which 
he 
ships all over Texas. 
Mr. Allison considers the white leg­ 
horn superior to other breeds, for sev­ 
eral reasons. 
F irst, the only profit to 
be Trade in chickens, in his opinion, is 
in the production of eggs. 
Leghorns 
undoubtedly excel in egg-production, he 
* 


said. 
Next, they eat less than other 
breeds, and they have more flesh and 
less bone than other breeds a t the same 
w eight. 
Mr. Allison has dem onstrated 
th at a person with only a small flock of 
leghorns should have enough eggs for 
his own use, raise all his own chicken 
m eat and have enough eggs for sale to 
pay the greater p art of his grocery bill. 
W hen the 
farm er 
can do this, in con­ 
nection 
w ith 
his 
garden 
and 
hogs, 
he will have a more 
com fortable living; 
and he should, at 
least, all things be­ 
ing equal, give the 
chicken business a 
thorough trial. 
A fter the 
breed 
has been decided on, 
the next step is to 
select a 
strain 
of 
th a t 
same 
breed 
which has a good 
egg-laying 
record, 
th at is healthy, vig­ 
orous and has never 
been 
contam inated 
w ith 
any disease. 
Mr. 
Allison urges 
prospective chicken 
growers 
to 
raise 
only 
one 
breed. 
They will invaria­ 
bly get mixed, even 
if segregated in dif­ 
ferent pens, by fly­ 
ing over the fence, 
gate left open, etc. 
The best result 
is 
obtained from pure- 
blooded 
chickens, 
ju st the 
same 
as 
w i t h 
live-stock 
etc. 


Otherwise, there will be so much loss 
th a t it would have been better to have 
bought hens in the first place. 
As soon 
as th e baby chicks are old enough 
to 
distinguish the sex, 
they should be 
separated. 
Pen the cockrels 
up 
and 
fatten to be eaten or sold as soon as pos­ 
sible ; they annoy the pullets and retard 
th e ir grow th by chasing them away

Baby Chicks Cheaper. 
W hen establishing a start, it is usual­ 
ly cheaper to buy baby chicks, prefer­ 
able an April hatch, 
and 
raise your 
hens from these. 
You can buy one hun­ 
dred and fifty chicks for about the same 
price of a 
few hens. 
However, this 
should not be attem pted, 
Mr. 
Allison 
said, unless one is equipped w ith good 
brooders so a r to handle them properly. 


from food. 
Let the pullets 
have 
as 
much range as possible, (feeding will be 
described in a later issue). 
As soon as 
they are fully m atured, or when they 
begin to lay, the flock should be culled 
and only the choicest kept. 
A heavy 
layer in the leghorn breed is indicated 
by a hen with a high tail, stands erect, 
large lop comb, a good rustler, first off 
the roost in the m orning, last on in the 
evening, and has the rig h t dimensions 


th at are illustrated in the accompanying 
photograph. 
Of course, this 
is 
not 
always the case, but, as the only accu­ 
rate test is to trap-nest the hens, and 
the average farm er does not have tim e 
to do this, the 
suggestions 
herew ith 
can be relied on to give 
a 
fair 
test. 
F atten, eat or sell all of 
the 
under­ 
sized pullets. 
T h e 
folowing 
spring, 
b e f o r e 
hatching time, se­ 
lect the best hens 
in 
the 
flock 
and 
segregate in sepa­ 
ra te pens by them ­ 
selves w ith roosters 
from 
some 
other 
flock, as inbreeding 
of the same 
flock 
deteriorates 
t h e 
stock. Be sure they 
have not been ex­ 
posed 
to 
diseases 
and come of a good 
laying flock. 
Use 
ten 
hens 
to 
one 
rooster, and 
m ate 
ten days before any 
of the eggs are set. 
Set eggs as soon as 
possible, a fte r they 
are laid. 


The Most N atural 
W ay. 


Mr. Allison, in dis­ 
cussing the various 
methods of hatch­ 
ing, pointed out the 
virtues and faults 
of each method to 
me. H atching w ith 
hens is 
the 
m ost 
natural way, as the 
g reater num ber of 
chicks a r e t h u s 
g reater num ber will 
vigorous. 
The 
d it­ 
ll atched and a 
be 
strong and 
ficulties are th a t hens rarely set in the 
m onths th at are the best for m aturing 
good chicks. 
Chickens running w ith 
hens are more exposed to disease and 
mites, and there is a limited possibili­ 
ty in numbers. 
Individual incubators 
are rarely satisfactory unless there • is 
some one who can give them a great 
deal of attention so th a t the heat will 


be kept of an even tem perature. 
The 
investm ent in the 
machine 
m ust 
be 
kept in m ind; also the danger from loss 
and fire risk. 
Of late years 
custom 
hatching has become more 
and 
more 
popular. 
Custom hatching 
is 
where 
one man has a 
large 
machine 
w ith 
a capacity of several thousand 
eggs 
and gives his whole tim e and attention 
to it. 
He is usually 
able 
to 
hatch 
them for a very 
small 
am ount, 
and 
when the feed of the 
hen, 
and 
loss 
of production 
during 
hatching 
tim e 
is taken into consideration, it 
is 
the 
cheapest way of hatching, 
w henever 
it 
is 
possible. 
Chickens 
can 
be 
hatched from January 
to 
May. 
Mr. 
Allison has found th a t April hatched 
pullets are the best w inter layers in the 
leghorn breed, because they will not 
molt if hatched a fte r April 15th. This is 
a point to be watched, as w inter eggs 
bring the best price on the m arket. 


Selecting Eggs for H atching. 


In selecting the eggs for hatching, 
there are several things w orth rem em ­ 
bering. 
Select only the medium-sized, 
regular shaped 
ones. 
Discard 
long 
ones, round 
ones, 
those 
w ith 
rings 
around them , those with rough shell, 
those with shell having light spots, or 
any irregularity whatsoever. 
The healthiest, m ost 
vigorous 
and 
best chickens are gotten from the eggs 
of hens in their second sum m er. 
As 
the chickens depend 
on 
the 
parent 
stock for th e ir vigor 
and 
egg-laying 
capacity, it is then necessary to keep 
the flock of pure blood and build up by 
breeding w ith new stock each year. 
It 
is usually best to eat or sell hens afte r 
the third sum m er, as their egg-laying 
capacity is 
diminished 
beyond 
th at 
time, as a rule. 
Cull the flock every 
year and keep your eyes open for any 
sign of weak stock; dispose 
of these 
w ithout delay. 
Keep the roosters penned up during 
the summer and fall, as they annoy the 
hens and infertile eggs bring the best 
price on the m arket since they are the 
best keepers. 
M arket your eggs 
while 
they 
are 
fresh and establish a reputation of hav­ 
ing A -l eg g s.. Sort out the m ost uni­ 
form eggs in shape and color and m ar-

I ’he Federal Government is, obvious­ 
ly, inteiested in seeing that depleted 
forest lands, wherever located, are again 
made productive. 
PWr the pa.st thir­ 
teen years the 
Federal 
Government, 
through the United States Forest Serv­ 
ice, has allotted 
funds 
to timbered 
States, having forest protection organi­ 
zation, for the puropse 
of increasing 
such w’ork. 
I ’he McNary-Clarke P’or- 
estry Bill enacted by the la.st Congress 
increased the Federal funds for co-op­ 
erative forest fire protection W’ork from 
$400,000.00 to $1,000,000.00 per annum. 
3'he Texas Forestry Department now 
receives $18,000.00 per 
annum 
from 
Federal funds and w'hcn the McNary- 
Clarke Bill becomes operative Texas can

The enactment of forest taxation 
laws providing that lands covered with 
second growth timber of unmerchant­ 
able size 1)0 taxed annually on a nominal 
soil valuation only, and 
that

])roducts be taxed only when they are 
cut and marketed. 
At the present time 
loc'al t:ixing bodies have the pow'er to 
tax both land ami gi'owing timber crops 
annually at con.slantly increasing valu- 
.‘itions. 
This practice can be compared 
to the action of a county assessor visit­ 
ing a farmer's cotton patch every third 
day during the growing season and on 
each visit placing a tax on that crop at 
a constantly increasing valuation. 
Forestry is not a fad but a business 
proposition.

loose from the box. 


Generator inspection should include 
—conditions of brushes, brush spring 
tension.

When I was a very little girl a dear 
old lady whom I loved and who loved 
me, gave me a very 
pretty 
necklace 
made of pink coral. 
Ever since then I 
have loved coral. 
Do you know where 
it comes from and how it is made? 
A small animal called polyp that lives 
under the deep waters of the oceans and 
seas, staying in the warm waters, at­ 
taches itself to a rock or stone that is 
disk-shaped. 
The polyps increase like 
plants from seeds, many young polyp 
buds springing from the parent. 
The 
older ones die and their bodies become 


petrified; this goes on 
for 
hundreds 
of years, sometimes. 
Their petrified 
bodies, massed 
through 
generations, 
one upon a n o th e r, 
form islands and 
reefs. 
In its growing state coral is soft and 
velvet-like, but when exposed to air it 
hardens and sometimes changes color. 
Coral ranges in color from pure white, 
flesh, and rose to deep red and purple, 
or violet, with here and there a speci­ 
men of yellow or black. 
Yellow coral 
is rare and black is very rare, indeed. 
There are many shapes and species, but 
the best known are fan coral, branch, 
brain,'feather and plume coral. 
The largest deposits are found for the 
most part in the Mediterranean sea. 
It is 
“fished” 
almost 
exclusive 
by 
Italians. 
That used for decoration is 
worked with knife or file, or turned on 
a lathe. 
There are over sixty shops in 
Italy that employe a force of 6,000 ex­ 
pert coral workers. 
There is a Chinese legend of a maid­ 
en who mourned a poet lover, who 
was driven away by her brothers. One 
morning she found a rose blooming in 
her garden and she knew it was her re­ 
incarnated 
lover. 
Day 
by 
day the 
petals tell until there remained nothing 
but the core. 
The maiden picked it 
and found lying in her hand a pink 
coral bead. 
The rose bloomed again 
and again. 
Each time the sad maiden 
plucked the heart. 
She then strung 
the hearts of the roses on a golden chain 
and called it her “neckless of endless 
sighs.”

I gave you this recipe last year, but I 
have had several requests to repeat it this 
year, so here it is: 
First, the turkey should' always be kill­ 
ed the day before eating. This is one of 
the most important points. Scald and pick. 
Never skin, as this will cause the loss of 
the juices. Do not draw until thoroughly 
cooled, but, be sure and remove the craw 
and the oil bag at the tail when picking. 
When killing the bird, cut its head off and 
hang up, neck down, and let bleed freely. 
Next morning, after it is chilled, wash 
thoroughly inside and out. Then salt well 
inside and out. Stuff with your favorite 
dressing and sew up. Tie the legs together 
at the ends. Flour slightly and brown in 
a moderate oven without any lid. When 
brown, add enough water to cook. Baste 
frequently. I sometimes lay strips of bacon 
over the breast. Cook slowly until tender, 
usually about three to four hours. 


CORN FRITTERS. 
I can of corn 
1-3 teaspoon salt 
2 eggs 
I teaspoon sugar 
2-3 cupful flour 
I tablespoon milk 
Mix the ingredients well together. Put 
in a frying pan a tablespoon each of lard 
and butter. Drop in the batter by the 
spoonful when hot. Brown on both sides, 
being careful not to burn.

This is the time of the year when all thrifty 
home lovers are planning and working for the 
glory of the next year. Because, as “you plant 
now, so will you reap next year,” is the motto 
known by every lover of the great-out-doors. 
Fall planting of trees, roses and evergreens is 
urged by every nurseryman and expert; along 
this line. This is the time of the year t |prepare 
the soil for planting later. 
You have noted from time to time in this page 
and from other writings of similiar nature, the 
frequent reference to eating plenty of fruit. It 
is important for the health of us all. Next to 
this, is tho important of watching the family 
pocketbook and get the most for our money that 
we can. This is the trust of every good wife. No­ 
where do we get such excellent dividends as we do 
from improving our homes 
and 
surroundings 
wisely and beneficially. Fruit trees will more 
than pay for time and trouble that they cause 
us, and there are certain varieties of many kinds 
of fruit that will grow in any kind of soil if they 
are given the proper treatment and care. 
Peaches are an easily growm fruit and will do 
well in almost any part of Texas. There are 
dozens of varieties and each of them have certain 
merits and certain demerits. It is wise to con­ 
sult with a reliable nurseryman in your location 
as to the kind that is adapted to your soil and 
climate. However, there is one that is almost 
universal in Texas and that is the Winter Cheek. 
This unusual peach ripens the first part 
of 
November, at a season when most fresh fruit is 
gone. It is also a late bloomer. I know a man 
who has grown this variety for thirteen years 
without a single crop failure. 
Every year his 
trees bear such heavy crops that he is forced to 
pick many peaches before they are ripe in 
order to keep the trees 
from 
breaking. Who 
wouldn’t love to have such a tree in his back 
yard? 
Plums are another fruit that do very good in 
Texas. There are many varieties and many uses 
to put them to. Plums are not so choice about 
their location as many other fruits. Peaches 
and plums are very plebian in their demands and 
I always call them the poor man’s friend, as they 
will grow anywhere if given even just a little 
care and attention. 


Grapes are another fruit that is well adapted 
to Texas soil. The thousand and one delicious 
things that can be made out of them speak for 
their merit. Grape butter is especially delicious 
when prepared properly. After the grapes are 
thoroughly cooked (I add only one or two table­ 
spoons of water to start them), press through a 
colander, discard the skins and seeds; put pulp 
anc! juice in a large smooth pan with plenty of 
sugar and spices to taste, cook very slowly on 
top of the stove, or better still, in the oven, for 
at least two and a half to three hours. 
Seal as 
any other fruit. Grapes are best grown on arbors 
or on wires, strung from cedar posts. The only 
care is pruning in the spring and harvesting the 
crop in the fall. 
Sometimes, in exceptionally dry 
years, it will pay to water them a little. 
Now is the time to prepare the 
ground for 
planting. 
It is best to plow up the entire plot 
of land to be used. Then drag and harrow the 
ground. 
Spread a thin layer, of manure, (only 
well rotted manure) on top of the ground, lf 
just a small orchard is to be to set out, it is best 
to then thoroughly spade after two or three 
weeks, removing all the stones, trash and weeds 
possible. When your trees 
arrive from 
the 
nurseryman set out at once. While you are 
setting out one tree keep the others covered with 
a wet sack. Do not put manure next to the roots, 
but around the outer sides of the holes, using 
only good surface dirt next to the roots. 
Fill 
the hole two-thirds with dirt, tamp down firm­ 
ly, fill the hole with water and let settle, then fill 
the remainder of the hole, tamping the dirt firm­ 
ly. Sprinkle loose dirt on top to prevent evapora­ 
tion of moisture. The next spring and summer 
keep the surface dirt around tha 
trees 
loose. 
Weeds and grass sap the strength from the soil 
and should be kept back from 
the 
tree. For 
backyard planting, the trees should 
be 
about 
twenty feet apart. In orchards, they should be 
farther apart. 
With the high price of fruit on the market a 
few trees will more than repay anyone for chef 
effort. 
Let’s make our motto for the coming 
year, “more power to the land tiller, if he is in­ 
dependent of the city cannery for his own food.” 
Let us all get busy and make this a banner year 
for tho independence of farmers and landowners.

This month, I am going to finish with the 
articles of First Aid. Next month, will be de­ 
voted to the big Christmas issue. In January I 
will answer the questions I have received rela­ 
tive to First Aid. If there is something not clear 
to you please write me at the address given be­ 
low, and I will try and answer you. 
In poisoning with alkalies, there is swelling of 
the lips and mouth, intense pain in the throat 
and abdomen, vomiting, etc. Give diluted lemon 
juice, or vinegar, white of eggs, linseed oil, castor 
oil, or flour and water. Apply heat to the body. 
For arsenic poisoning, make the person vomit 
repeatedly, giving them a large 
quantity 
of 
water between each vomit. Give castor oil after 
the stomach is cleaned out, then force them to 
take as much liquid as possible, such as milk 
with raw egg, olive oil, etc. 
Corrosive 
sublimate 
poisoning 
symptoms 
usually come on gradually and sometimes will 
not be noticed until a great deal of harm is done. 
There is a metallic taste, salivation, ulcerations 
of the gums, lessening of the teeth, and prostra­ 
tion. Give a large quantity of milk and whites 
of eggs, after which, in about ten minutes, make 
the person vomit freely. Repeat this treatment. 
Then give a large dose of salts, followed in a 
short while with an enema. Wash the mouth out 
often with tea until the doctor arrives. 
When opium has been taken in any form, wash 
the stomach out as described by giving large 
quantities of water and making the person vomit. 
Give strong tea or coffee to drink. KEEP THE 
PERSON AWAKE. Do this by slapping with 
wet towels and walking him or her until the 
doctor arrives. 


Poisonous mushrooms are extremely danger­ 
ous. Give large doses of castor oil, stimulate, 
apply heat to the body, induce vomiting, give 
enemas. 
For ptomaine poisoning, a person 
must 
act 
quickly. There is intense abdominal pain fol­ 
lowed by purging and vomiting. 
Induce vomit­ 
ing, giving large quantities 
of hot water to 
drink. 
After the stomach is clean, give a half 
teaspoon baking soda to one-half cup 
of hot 
water after tho person is quiet in bed. Apply 
heat to the abdomen and let rest. Later give a 
large dose of castor oil. 
When a person has been bitten by 
a 
rabid 
(mad) animal, apply a tight binding above tho 
wound. Cauterize with crude carbolic acid, or a 
piece of hot metal. Do not leave the ligature 
(binding) on longer than three quarters of an 
hour. Take to a hospital for serum treatment 
at once. 
For snake bite, bind above the wound, leave 
in place about two hours or until a doctor can be 
reached. At the end of the 
first 
half hour, 
loosen binding slightly, so as to let a little cir­ 
culation go through the part so as to prevent 
gangreen. 
Open the wound with a knife that 
has been dipped in carbolic acid or lysol, if possi­ 
ble, and induce wound" to 
bleed 
freely. Tako 
patient to a surgeon as quickly as possible. 
Tho suggestions I have given you for First 
Aid treatment are some things 
that you can 
do until the doctor arrives, or in case he cannot 
be reached. If you have been benefited by them, 
please drop me a card or letter and tell me.

Butter made in a clean household always finds 
a ready market at a 
good 
price. Buttermilk 
from the churning is usually a good seller. 
Vegetables rarely pay raising to sell unless 
in the trucking business. Every housewife on 
the farm should raise her own supply, however. 
A few fruit trees and a berry patch usually 
pays for itself.
